Till': ehrotiii scarcity of money in 
Florida, a State which exports so 
much t hat is valuable, is a forcible les¬ 
son in political economy. If by any 
means xxe can develop our home in- 
dust rms t o t lie point of supplying our 
principal wants, so that xve may keep 
some of the money'xve receiv e for our 
produce in circulation her*', instead of 
sending it all right away again for fer¬ 
tilizers, canned goods, hay and grain, 
and other prime necessities of life, xxe 
shall have someehance to get rich and 
and accumulate a little home capital, 
so that xve may not alxvays he obliged 
to horroxx from abroad and return all 
our profits in interest to the money 
lenders. From them that have-not 
shall he taken away even that xvhich 
they have. l<et us see to if that xve 
have, in order that to us may he 
given.
